or are willing to modify the treaty. 
I think you will all agree with me 
that the nations in Europe are not 
prepared now to make any modifi- 
cation . . . you might have peace by 
sheer force, but you would not have 
that peace which is based upon con- 
tentment." 
Can't Change Feeling 
in Hearts of People 


A French journalist 
said that! 


France believed constant agitation 
for revision of the treaty encour- 
aged unrest and lack of confidence. 


"If all public men and all news- 


papers," replied

"would cease to talk about chang-

Shiocton—The approaching dedi- 


cation of the new $100,000 bridge 
across the Wolf river at Shiocton 
recalls the earlier bridges across the 
Wolf at this village and the ferry 
which crossed the river where the 
railroad bridge now is located. 


The first bridge that I have any 


record of was built about 1873. In 
1872 the county board appropriated 
$300 for the construction of a bridge 
over the Wolf river at Shiocton. but 
there must bpve been a "bridge of 
sorts before this to enable people 
to cross the river after the ferry 
ceased operations and before the 
construction of this bridge. 


It was made of wood with wood 


pilings and the middle bent was 
so constructed that the planks could 
be removed and stringers and rail- 
ings taken out to^allow the passing 
of "river shanties'* when the great 
drives came down in the spring. 


Steel Structure 


This bridge was succeeded by a 


steel structure about 1895 or 1896. 
It was a bridge of three spans, the 
shore buttments built of stone set 
in concrete and the center span 
rested on two huge steel drums in 
which wood piles were driven and 
surrounded by stone to the capacity 
of the drums. The center piling 
was a buttment of stone on which 
the turn-table was set opening by 
hand to allow the passing of "river 
shanties" and river craft. 


In earlier days the Wolf river 


teemed with the work of logging 
and driving along its shores and in 
its turbulent current. 
The river 


was named by the Menominees, 
meaning black and snarling or rap- 
id water. The Menommee Indians 
lived along its banks with its chief 
village at Shiocton. 


.The earliest mercantile establish- 


ment was a trading outfit operated 
by Ben Harmon, whose chief cus- 
tomers were the Menominees. 


Originally Named Jordanville 
This business was bought out by 


W. D. Jordan in 1851 who catered 
also to the needs of white settlers. 
Shiocton was called Jordanville in 
honor of W. D. Jordan, the real 
founder of Shiocton, but upon the" 
platting of the village in 1875 the 
name was changed to Shiocton in 
honor of the Menominee's great war 
chief—Chief Shioc. 


Billions of feet of logs mostly 


white pine, were harvested in the 
"woods" and taken out in the spring 
drives down the Wolf to the Bay 


kosh cut over 100^000 feet along the 
Wolf. 


Trees •• Bankv 


There were over 1,000,000 feet of 


oak, ash, butternut, basswood and 
maple worth about $3 per thousand 
fee* on the bank. 


In 1869-70 there were 3,500,000 


feet of pine taken out on the Wolf. 
In March of 1871, millions of feet 
were taken out on the Wolf. "Log 
Chain" Jones took out the most of 
this timber. In 1873 200,000,000 feet 
went through to the Boom. The 
Wolf river carried out in 1874 144,- 
000,000 feet of logs, all but 42,000,000 
being driven through Shiocton, one 
drive of 32.000,000 and one of 10,- 
000,000 coming into the Wolf south 
of Shiocton. 


In 1868, the Wolf and its tributar- 


ies aggregated $3,000,000 per year. 


At one time there were three 


saw-mills in operation at Shiocton. 
One mill owned and operated by 
one of the heaviest lumber concerns 
of northern Wisconsin, the Willy, 
Green and Berchy company. One 
owned and operated by W. D Jor- 
dan and one I cannot recall the 
owner's name but the old dam pil- 
ing is still there. 


Had Large Concern 


The boiler stakes of steel are still 


to be seen on the Willy. Green and 
Berchy mill site. This firm had its i 
own stables for horses, its own 
blacksmith shon and boarding house 
for the men. Until recent years the 
"meat block" still stood just inside 
the old ice house 


Shiocton boasted a flour •mill in 


1877 owned and operated by Hamlin 
and Son. 


There were boats, too, at one time 


plying on ihe Wolf river. The ear- 
liest boat I have record of was a 
"dug-out" canoe the "Lily Dale" 
owned and operated by Daniel Mor- 
ris* and was used to carry supplies 
from New London to Shiocton. This 
boat was supplied with four sets of 
oars and required four oarsmen and 
a steersman to navigate. It could 
make the trip in two days and usu- 
ally only two "trips a week. It was 
65 feet long and was known to car- 
ry 30,000 shingles in one load. 


Steamboats: Ply River 


A steamboat called the "Outaga- 


mie" made trips to Shawano. It 
was not a regular passenger boat 
but was run in furtherance of Indi- 
an trade 
At the mouth of the 


Shioc on the Wolf the construction 
of steamboats was in progress in 
1856. 
One boat built there secured 


its machinery from Fond du Lac. 
Another was launched in May of 
1856.

NEUTRALITY 


Today Italy, an open ally and support- 


er of Germany, can buy arms and muni- 
tions, including essential airplanes, in tins 
country because Mussolini is not at war 
with anyone. So can Russia, apparently 
preparing for predatory forays. 


But Canada is unable to lift our aims 


embargo although no sane ruler of a 
British dominion, wherever located, would 
hesitate to prepare to maintain the com- 
monwealth of nations of which his nation 
is a part. 


This instance is but one of the capri- 


cious results of our interference "with in- 
ternational law, the rules of which cover 
the situation in which the world finds 
itself as justly and as completely as any 
code can. 


Neutrality imposes just conduct upon 


our part for all and against all. The fact 
"that Germany cannot buy arms here be- 
cause unable to transport them is no af- 
fair of ours. The selling nation never 
guarantees delivery. The goods are sold 
upon her docks. It is up to the buyer to 
transport them. 


Mistakenly we have changed this rule. 


As a result -we are not dealing justly with 
Canada. We are acting towards her with 
the highest of injustice. Her location 
next to us is her fortune or misfortune, 
It cannot be altered without convulsing 
the world with something worse, than 
earthquakes. Germany's location next to 
-Italy has been of great advantage to 


•" those nations since they were somewhat 


alike in their concepts of governments. 
Germany's location near Russia has also 
inured to her benefit by recent pact. 
» The effect 
of these physical facts 


should not be altered, and are not al- 
terable m any fair definition of neutrality. 


Mr. Eoosevelt is right in calling the 


special session of congress. We should sell 
arms and munitions and all other detailed 
goods coming within the definition of 
those broad terms, to whomsover wishes 
to buy them.

"with the intention of fulfilling the task 
successfully of bringing about a general 
social revolution."

Alfalfa Strains 
Crown From Seed 


Outagamie County Has 


Experimental Plot in 


Town of Center 


Ten new strains of wilt-resisting 


alfalfa are being Increased this year 
and it is hoped that sufficient quan- 
tities of seed of the most promising 
strains will be available for limit- 
ed distribution by 1942. H. L. West- 
over alfalfa specialist of the special 
department of agriculture, reports 
in a bulletin received-vby J, F. 
Magnus, county agent 


Outagamie county has a test plot 


at the Thomas Dorsey farm, town 
of Center. One of nine acres plant- 
ed to alfalfa contains mixed seed, 
half Cossack and half Ladack. This 
plot contains alfalfa that is better 
than 60 per cent resistant to wilt 
Several demonstrations will be held 
to show the difference,between the 
resistant and non-resistant strains. 


Before -wilt became serious alfal- 


fa stands lasted six to twelve years 
and longer in regions best adapted 
to the crop. Since the disease put 
in its appearance about* 15 years ago 
it is not unusual for fields to fade 
out in 2 to 4 years, says Westover. 


Experiment 


None of the usual cultural meth- 


ods helped control the wilt so de- 
partment scientists turned to breed- 
ing for wilt resistance. The first 
job was to get breeding* stock re- 
sistant to wilt These were found 
by Mr. Westover on plant explora- 
tion trips to Turkistan in 1929 and 
1934. Here, where alfalfa has been 
grown for centuries, little wilt was 
found. 


Several hundred samples of the 


Turkistan 
alfalfa were 
brought 


back to this country for breeding 
work carried on mostly at the Ne- 
braska. Kansas and Wisconsin Ex- 
periment 
stations. 
They 
were 


crossed -with American varieties 
and subjection to wilt inoculum in 
concentrated form to-iind those with 
most resistance. The new strains 
also were observed to see which 
could withstand the

cold,

es such as leaf spot

State Regulations 


Will Apply to Seed 


Shipments Into State 


Field crop seeds, shipped directly 


to Wisconsin farm users or dealers 
from out-of-state sources, will be 
brought under the state seed regula- 
tions after Feb. 5, 1940, J. F. Mag- 
nus, county agricultural agent, has 
been informed. 


This is made possible through the 


new federal seed act, according to 
Henry Lunz, state seed inspector. 
He explains that the new federal 
law restricts the movement of noxi- 
ous weed seeds in inter-state com- 
merce on the basis of the require- 
ments of the states into which the 
seed is shipped. 


In the past, Lunz says, the state 


has had no control over seed which 
was sent directly to a Wisconsin 
farm from another state. The change 
makes it possible, through the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agricul- 
ture, to regulate seed trucked or 
mailed across state boundaries. 


The new law replaces the old fed- 


eral seed act of 1912. It will control 
the quality of all imported agricul- 
tural seeds and vegetable seeds and 
will restrict the importation of 
screenings and noxious weed seeds. 


Complete and correct labelling 


will be required on all field seeds 
moving in interstate commerce, 
Lunz says. This will mean labelling 
for purity, germination, noxious 
weed seed content and date when 
the seed was tested. False advertis- 
ing in interstate commerce is pro- 
hibited.

in Switzerland, have given science 
a new method of diagnosing catfter. 


Early diagnosis, before it is too 


late to have life, is one of the great, 
unfinished goals in cancer and this 
report of a new method was made 
to the Third International Cancer 
Congress today by Doctors F* E. L. 
Pfeiffer and George P. Miley of 
Philadelphia. 


The steam from the two cups 


turned to frost 6n the window, but 
strange to say the shapes of the two 
frost patterns were not the same. 
Dr. Miley noticed this and asked 
himself if it might be possible that 
frost patterns of blood, from can- 
cerous and healthy humans, also 
would be different 


That was 14 years ago. in his boy- 


hood home in Basle. Switzerland 
•when he was 25. It has taken 14 
years and work on two continents io 
get the answer. For Wood does not 
"frost" 


But when it is mixed with cop- 


per sulfate, the copDezs, forms a 
green crystal "frost" pattern on the 
surface of a glass dish. And the 
blood modifies, the shape of this 
pattern. This is what Dr. Pfeiffer 
today showed the cancer experts 
from many countries. 


A tiny droplet of healthy blood 


mixed with the copper causes for- 
mation of a shape like a palm-leaf 
fan. But an equally tiny droplet 
of human cancerous blood makes a 
•frost" pattern dotted with little 
bow-tie forms. 


In mice tests, the copper has dis- 


covered the beginning of cancer two 
to six weeks before even the tiniest 
growth showed up on the animals* 
bodies.

"an airplane with no motor."

It is silent flying, with no noise 


of motor or whirling propeller. It 
is safe flying, too. If a person goes 
through 
careful 
training, 
with 


short, low flights first, and if he 
always "obeys the rules," he is 
nearly as safe as a person on -skis. 


The story of successful gliding 


goes back about half a century. 
Otto Lilienthal of Germany was a 
pioneer. For three years, from 1893 
to 1896, he tested several kinds of 
gliders. After making about 2,000 
safe flights, he crashed to his 
death. 


Percy Pilcher of England and 


Prof. John J. Montgomery of Cal- 
ifornia are other great pioneers of 
successful gliding. Some of Mont- 
gomery's tests were made before 
those by Llhenthal, but there was 
little public notice of them until 
1905. 


All three of the men named died 


as a result of glider accidents. This 
may make it seem that there is 
danger with a big "D" in gliding, 
but we must remember that those 
men were pioneers. They did not 
have nearly such good gliders as 
are made today. Those who used 
early gliders let their legs hang 
free below, and made landings with 
their feet 
Some modern gliders 


have cockpits, and all are fitted 
with seats and places on which to 
rest the feet in landing. 


There are gliders with landing 


wheels, and others with runners of 
much the same kind as were used 
by the Wright brothers on their 
early airplanes. 


One way to launch a glider is to 


place it on top of a hill, and then 
to have it pulled forward by sever- 
al men. The men take hold of the 
ends of a rope which is hooked at 
the middle to the glider. Then they 
run until the glider rises into the 
air. Then the rope falls free, and 
the aviator goes through the air 
for a short or long distance,
